I'nmoiiu 
DiiKnl, Is In Notre Damo llo.spltal, with 
his head split oppu, iiiesuniubly liv 
a DolIcoman'H baton. 

How the trouble originated Is some- 
what of a mystery. It Is supposed 
that the students were Incensed hv 
the presence of- the police, \irhn wer<* 
present in anticipation of trnublo. 

There were really two battles. Thn 
first occurred about 0 o'cloeli, when 
the students, m.irehlnR from the uni- 
versity bulidlnK.s on St. Denl.s strooi 
to St. James Cathedral, tiirneil a.side 
from their aim lonjï onoupli to tear 
up the 5lh Pioneers recrultlnK estrade 
on Phillips Square. The rvcruliinK 
paraphernalia was demolished, and the 
boys, entérine into the spirit of tho 
tiling in earnest, tore off a few siens 
on St. Catherine street, stopped street 
car traffic tcmponirily by pulling down 
trolleys, nnd Renerally frisked about 
In a way that was untileasine to thn 
police. 

A small dftall of police, under 
Lieuts. Kavanagli aiid Desmiirteau, 
had followed the line of prnccsHlon 
from the start. When the trouble 
broke out at Phillips Square, the two 
lieutenants and six men Jumped into 
the fray, arrested three students, and 
carried them off safely in the patrol 
waggon. There was a short and 
snappy scrap at this stage, when 
.several hundred students tried to res- 
cue their conirade.s, but the smaller 
force of policemen Icept their prison- 
ers mill beat off nil attaci<.'i. In thn 
meleo the .studenl.s u.ieil sticks free- 
ly. 

In front of the cathedral, while 
thrce-qunrtcrs of the students were 
attending; mass, seventy-flvo or more 
remained outside with the police, now 
reinforced to fifty men. With thn 
police lininb' the curb on tlio norlii 
side of Dorchester street, the trou- 
ble recommenced. 

Constable Hit tiy Stone. 

Constable Bolec was hit In the ab- 
domen with .1 .stone, and had to b" 
removed to tlie Oeiioral HoHpital. Tlio 
police declare they Ktood ail until n 
natroi wuKKon from No. 0 Hlatloii came 
with several constables aboard. Stune.t 
flew thick and fast at the a|>proach- 
inK waggon, and the fifty police took 
a hand once more. They charged the 
students, who took shelter In the 
church. The police followed, and in 
the sacred edifice continued their 
.search for the suspects. They emors- 
<k1 from the ciithcdral with Romeo La- 
iiortc who was tiiken to the central 
police station. 

The police who had come out on top 
during the exciting mornlnp; remain- 
ed a solid body, driving the disturbers 
from the church property. 

During the second battle, a num- 
ber of the students again sought 
shelter In the church.' The terrible 
noise of . fighting had penetrated to 
the vestry at the rear and brought 
MKr. Gauthier out to see what was 
the matter. He carried a stick, and 
was overwlielmed to see the fight In" 
the church doors. 

"I cannot allow this," he said, "all 
you hoys are In the wrong, you are 
behaving liko a lot of Boches." 

He then instructed them that thnv 
must no longer use the front door 
of the church, hut must go away hy 
the side door. When asked by a stu- 
dent if the police had the right to ar- 
rest them In the church, he replied 
that they must go away' and that they 
could Kettle that uiteHtlon some other 
time. He later said ho would not al. 
low the police to enter the church to 
make an arrest. 

The remainder of the students then 
filed out of the side door. Aid. I>u- 
beau. In his. robes of professor of den- 
tistry at Laval, hurried along from 
the side door, and sought out Capt. 
Dice, who had charge of the police. 

"What do you m<^an by all this?" 
he asked of the Captain of Police. A 
dense crowd gathered round the two, 
and it was apparent that a he;iled 
iii«umeiit wii.s taking place. "You'll 
Jose your Jol> for tills. My boys were 
not Ihrowinc stones al all," the al- 
derman was heard to remark. 

At the City Mall. 

Forming into an Irregular line, and 
carrying their college flags at the 
head of the parade, the students then 
morohed to the City Hail. 

They arrived shortly after eleven 
o'clock, coming by way of St. James 
street, and singing the Marseillaise 
They stopped before the Notre Dame

Commencing his series of exten- 
sion lectures on "Europe at War," In 
lie Uoyal \-ietorla College yesterday 
ifiernoun, nr. C. W. Colby, of the De- 
partment of History, dealt with "The 
Rise of I 'an -Germanism," iiefure an 
ludlenoe .sijiiii^ 7r> in number. ThI.s 
:ec:ture wa.s tin- first of a serirs wlilt'h 
will be dc-liveroil liy Dr. Colby dur- 
ing the session. (Ualini,' with the 
present conflict, and the basis of re- 
construction following the declaration 
of peace. 

Introducing his subject. Dr. Colby 
referred to the necessity of history In 
Inleriiroting the war. "Speaking 
broadly," lie .vaid. "the great war do 
rivoH It.s violi>noo from the will of the 
IH'npIc. .Xat ioiial ri'sentinciits liavi 
been infliinuHl to a dexiie of which 
there is no precedent In niiiderii tiiin 
We arc Ihorefnro led to ent|Ulro Into 
the causes of this resentment, and 
only through the study of histocy can 
wo arrive at a decent conclusion." 

According to Dr. Colby, beyond a 
dcnilii tlio war grew out of a certain 
determination reached by the Pan 
f'.ennan parly prevliais to ISO". By 
this Wmx: tin- prDKriininie ut the I'un- 
Cicrniaii.s wa.s virtually riimi)Icli". He 
MiurUiM.i; lliaL tlie rise i>f I 'aii-Uerniaii 
Isiii was little iiiideistood and its ob 
Ject.s often (li.sreK.irded, Dr. L'oll)y jiru 
ceeded to uutlino the chief events dur- 
ing its career. Shortly before the 
b'ranco.Prussian war broke out, theie 
appeared In Germany a work 'Tli 
Statistics of German Race and Speech 
by Richard I3occl<, wliose thv-ny li 
was that Germany could only le.u'ii its 
full greatness when all countries 
sjieaking German or (ïertnan dlaloctls 
were united. Hiion a cUi.-ier view It 
lieeame apparent tliat llii.s would In 
elude AuMlriii, Switzerland, Holland 
anil the Flemish of Belgium," a pre 
clous part of our nation." This theory 
Kradually came to bo taken up by a 
group ■ of~cdticjrted ■ fltermans,- and In 
1891 the Pan-German Lcogue was es 
tabllshed. Impetus being given to the 
movement by the foundation of fier 
man colonies in Afric.i. Wllhelm II 
was then emperor. The I'nn-derman.s 
feared lliaL lie would not be firm 
noiiuli to jjrotect (îermiin interests, 
basing their fear.s on utterances which 
the ICnipcrov bad made, lie had stat 
ed' tluit as a Christian ho would not 
pursue an unnecessary war, however 
sure of success it might be, and had 
made other statements which did not 
coincide with the Pan-German Idea of 
imperial expansion. 

Bisnnarek's Opposition. 
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According to men high In C. 
O. T. C. circles, a full state- 
ment as to the time of drills, 
concessions to fourth year men 
who may desire to take up the 
drills voluntarily, it any; offi- 
cers and e.\enipllonH from drill 
will be issued lalo to-day The 
C.O.T.C. is HlrivliiK to arrange 
their courses with an eye to 
giving men the least possible 
Inconvenience.

The I'aii-Germiiii LenKtie uri;ed that 
Gorinany <-i)iiK(didate all her forees. 
This wa.s to be tin- first step, altliouBli 
In a eireiilar issued for distribution 
iiidlcallon is given of the ultimate 
consequence — world-wide domination. 
The relations of the Pon-Germnns 
with Bismarck and Caprlvl were dealt 
with by the lecturer, Instancing Bis- 
marck's opposition to the proposed 
annexation of Austria on the ground 
of the upheaval which lie feared 
would follow the breakliiK-up of rlie 
llapsburga ami also tliruiiKh fear of 
the Inflow of Uoniaii Catholics from 
Austria. 

In 1S94 the Pan-Germans were or- 
ganized with the utmost precision. 
Uranclie.s bad been formed In every 
section of the Empire, and an alliance 
made with patriotic organisations. Tlie 
views of many eminent men, notably 
University professors, were set forth 
in various pamphlets which were is- 
sued and distributed liy the I'an-Oer- 
mans. The latter advanced one broad 
proposition — the fwliiie inii.st be made 
to yield the Gennuiis a i)OHltlon of 
eminence among the nations of the 
world. All the forces of the Pan- 
Germans were engaged constantly In 
an effort to shape the will of the peo- 
ple, though they did not expect to 
achieve their main object without 
war. 

As the years advanced, so rose the 
aspirations of the party. Its power 
was shown In the crises of 1900. 1906 
and 1911, when the Covernment and 
people were .«wayed by the Len^ue. 
In concluding Ills leeture, Dr. Colby 
reviewed the somewhat delicate rela- 
tions which existed between the Pan- 
German party and Wllhclm 11., whose 
early policy was In general spiritless 
to the Pan-Germans.

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TOWN AND GOWN 

The ivprpsentatives of Town alitî Gown have come to blows 
again in th(> ix'isomiol of the city police force ami the students of 
the University of Laval. Each side had its version of Ijie affair and 
one is left to chooi^e the account which pleases him a<fforiling as ho 
reads the French or Kiifjlish newspapers. Whatever may be the 
correct report of yesterday morning's happening there is one fact 
which cannot be lost sight of and that is that the students of Laval 
have not arrived apparently at the years of discretion whicli those 
attending McGill can claim. There was a time when it was not con- 
sidered "comme il faut" for a students' parade to issue forth into 
the streets without a battle royal being the order of the day. Citiz- 
ens came to look upon students in general as the Romans looked 
upon the Gauls, — a horde of wild barbarians who knew neither law 
nor order and whose chief deli{;ht was in pillage and plundei-. 

The first move made at McQill in the correction of this false 
impression was the legislation of the Committee of Morals and Dis- 
cipline in conjunction with the Students' Council, (ioeri-eiiig that 
a stop had to be put to such scenes. It was not an autocratic rul- 
ing; it was more an appeal to the pood sense of the stutient body; a 
request for co-operation in dialinj; with one of the most vexed (|ues- 
tions that had come before ttiese bodies and a state of affairs that 
was fast bringing the University into the bad graces of the people 
of Slontreal. The manner in which that appeal was answered is 
ancient liistory now anci tlie results are easily seen at the present 
day in the esteem in which the student body at McGill is held. 

Can Laval not draw a moral from this action of McGill Î If she 
can it is taUinsr her a loufr time to do so. We admit that it is some- 
what ajrgraviit iiig to any body of stuiients to find themselves accom- 
panied by a {rnanl of honor, in the shape of a cordon of police, but 
possibly the police, wise in their poneration were merely following 
that time worn adage of preparing for war in times of peace. Aiul 
such w^ill be the state of things until the students come to realize 
that there are more ambitions heights to scale than those repres- 
ented by a fight with men who are .supposed to represent law and 
order. 

The action of the students is rendered more peculiar in view of 
the appeal made to the students by the officials of Laval and the 
Archbishop after mass to také their way back to the University in 
a peaceful manner. Tf the account of the fray ns reported in the 
French papers is true then the demand of the students for redress 
for the alleged attack made upon them after church would have hail 
much more \vei;rlit had they not retaliated and they would have had 
the full syinpa.hy of e»e:y citizen of Montreal. If ou the other 
hand t'i3 aesonnts printed in the English papers is the correct ver- 
sion the students di'scrvi- absolutely no consideration. However it 
will be all thrashed out within the next few days when Mayor 
Martin conducts his promised investigation. * 

And by the way that promised investigation brings to miiul an 
incident which did NOT occur a couple of years ago when the McGill 
men had their last memorable brush with the police. We refer to 
the fact that no (U-sire was manifested by the civic authorities at 
that time to look into the matter; although it was proven beyond all 
denial that the police were the aggressors, and that they had wan- 
tonly and without any provocation whatever driven a patrol waggon 
through the body of students gathered on McUill College Avenue, 
in a reckless manner and with absolutely no regard for those who 
happened to be in the way. 

However those days are past for McGill men now and every 
reasonable student will hope that they will be dealt with in the same 
way by the members of our sister University. The sooner the stu 
dent bodj* in that seat of learning is made understand that it must 
conform to the rules laid down for the peace and order of the city, 
the sooner the citizens of Montreal %vill recognize it as a body worthy 
of their respect and admiration.

"Whence did art come to Greece? 
or was It a thing of absolutely native 
growth there? So some have decidedly 
maintained. Others," Walter Pater 
says in his "OreeU Studies," "who 
lived in nn ukc possessinR little or no 
l;iiowledi;e of (Jroeli moniinient.s ante- 
rior to the full development of art un- 
der I'heUUa.s. and who. in rejiard to 
Iho (ireek .sculpture of the a^-e of 
I'hedlas, were like peuple crlticiziuR 
Michelangelo, without knowledge of 
the earlier Tuscan school — of the 
works of Donatello and the Mlno da 
Flesole— easily satisfied themselves 
with theories of Its Importation ready 
made from other countries. Critics of 
the last century especially, noticing 
Home characteristics which early Greek 
work has In common, indeed, with 
lîgyptlan art, but which are common 
also to .all such early work everywhere, 
supposed, an a matter of course, that It 
came, a.s the Orock rellK'on also, from 
Kgypt— that old, immemorial half- 
known birthplace of all wonderful 
things," 

"But. one by one. at last, as In the 
medieval parallel, monuments Illustra- 
tive of the earlier growth of Greek 
art before the time of Pheldlas have 
come to light, and to a .Just apprecia- 
tion. They show that the development 
of (Jreek art bad already proceeded 
.■innie way liefore the opoiiInK of 1-K>pt 
to the (ireek.x. and point. If to a foreiiiu 
.source at all, to oriental rather than 
ISgyptlan Influencer; and the theory 
which derived Greek art, with many 
other Greek things, from Egypt, now 
hardly finds supporters." 

"Still, the original and primary mo- 
tive seems, in matters of art, to have 
come from without; and the view to 
which actual discovery and all true 
analogies more and more point is that 
of a cotineetlon with Assyria, proxi- 
mately with riioenlcl.a, partly through 
Asia Minor, and chiefly through Cy- 
prus. . . . Homer himself wl(ne»se.s 
to the Intercourse, through early, ad- 
venturous commerce, as in the bright 
and . animated picture with which the 
history of Herodotus begins, between 
the Greeks and Eastern countries. We 
may, perhaps, forget sometimes, think- 
ing over the xrenlness of its place. In 
the history of civilization, how small a 
country Greece really was; how short 
the distance onwards, from Island to 
Island, to the coast of A.siii. so that we 
ran hardly make n sharp separation 
betwerii Asia and tîreece, niir <len,v, be- 
sides great and palpable acts of Im- 
portation, all sorts of Impalpable 
Asiatic influences, by way alike of at- 
traction and repulsion, upon Greek 
manners and taste. . . . The Aegean, 
with its Islands, Is, then, a bond of un- 
ion, not a barrier; an.i w.f must 'think 
of Greece, as has been rlRhtI.v said, as 
its whole cmitlnunu.s ehore. 

"The characteristics <if Greek art, In- 
deed, In the heroic ase, so far as we 
can discern them, are those also c.f 
Phoenician url, Its ilellght In met."il 
among the rest, of metal especially as 
an element In architecture, the cover- 
ing of everything with plates of metut. 
It was from Phoenicia that th<i costly 
material In which early Greek art de- 
lighted actually came— Ivnr.v. nmher. 
much of the precious met.ils. Thef.e 
the adventurous I'lioenlclan traders 
lirnuiîlit 111 n lurii for the mussel which 
contained the famous purjile. In ipiest 
of which they penetrated far Into all 
the (îreek havens. Recent disco veri^'S 
present the Isliind of <*yprus, the great 
source of copper and copper work in 
ancient Umes, as the special mediator 
between the art of Phoenicia and 
Greece; and In some archaic figures of 
Aphrodite with her dove, brought from 
(Cyprus and now In the Uritlsh Museum 
—objects you might think, at first 
sight, taken from the niches of a 
l''reneh Golhii (ulliedrai — are some 
of the lieKlnriini,'.''. at least, of Greek 
.sculpture nianlfe.stly \uiiler the influ- 
ence iif I'hoenieiHti ni.ist. rs."

W.\SHI.VCTt)N. D.C.— The import- 
ant part which rubber is taking In the 
war in Kurope makes the following 
bulletin, issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Society from its Washington 
headquarters, of special interest: 

"The fact that practically all the 
conmiissary supplies and ammunition 
required by American troops south of 
the Klo Grande are being transported 
In motor trucks, and the news that .m 
auloiiioblle train of IS.UOU cars was 
empliiyrj to rush reinforcements .md 
nmnitlons to Verdun during the first 
hours uf the German drive against 
that great French fortress indicate 
that one of the axioms of Napoleon 
should M changed to read The mod- 
ern army marches on rubber.' 

'The product of the rubber tree Is 
as vitally a contraband of war as gun- 
powder, steel, copper, dynamite or pic- 
ric acid, for the ironshod warhorse of 
former day si has evolved Into the pad- 
ded-wheel motor car, motor truck and 
motor cycle of 1916. 

"It was during Columbus' second 
visit to the new world that his sailors 
observed the natives of Haiti playing 
with a bull of gum which possessed ex- 
traordinary qualities of resiliency. 
Many years later, when it was dis- 
covered that this gtim could be used 
to rub out pencil marks it was given 
the name 'Indian rubber,' 

"Kubber was introduced into the 
United States In 1800. Half a century 
later a Boston navigator brought from 
Brazil a number of pairs of boots 
which had been coated with the coagu- 
lated milk of the rubber trees. Their 
popularity was Immediate, on account 
of their Impervlousness to water. lJul 
more than two centuries previously a 
Madrid writer had chronicled the fact 
that Spaniards in the new world made 
a practice of waxing their canvas 
cloaks with the rubber Juice to keep 
out noisture. The common noun 
'mackintosh' is a tribute to the can- 
niness of a Scotchman, Charles Mack- 
intosh, who improved on this early me- 
thod by dissolving rubber in naphtha 
and spreading a thin layer of the so-^ '^fffertment — for 
lution between two pieces of cloth. 
From the double thickness he made 
waterproofs that Won world-wide pop- 
ularity. 

"The rubber gatherers in jungles of 
the Amazon, the Orinoco and the Con- 
go, muking incisions an inch and a 
half long, three-eighths of an inch 
Wide, and a half Inch deep In the bark 
of the tropical trees, which sometimes 
attain a height of 60 feet, and a clr- 
citmterence of 8 feet. Beneath these 
cuU the natives attach small cups to 
catch the rubbcr-mllk, which is not 
tbe sap of the tree. The average Para 
rubber tree yields two ounces of mill; 
a day. By coagulation in the smoke 
of a wood and palm nut fire, this 
milk yields one third its weight of the 
prized rubber, the normal annual pro- 
duction of a tree being 10 pounds of 
rubber, and the flow continues fairly 
constant for a number of years. 

"One of the by-products of rubber 
harvesting, and one which promises 
extensive development, since planta- 
tions of these trees have been success- 
ful in Sumatra, Ceylon and the 
ijtralts Settlements, Is the rubber seed, 
which yields almost half Its weight 
of an oil closely resembling linseeil 
oil, and adapted to the same uses. 

• There arc many varieties of rubber 
producing trees, vines and shrubs, the 
most valuable species being that 
which yields the standard 'para' and 
which grows over an area of a mil- 
lion square miles In Brassil alone. 

"The world production of rubber dur- 
ing the year preceding the Kuropean 
war \v I'll. 000 tons, of which I'.razll 
produced 40,000 tons, her nearest com- 
petitor, the Dutch Kast Indies, yield- 
ing 8.U0O tons. The United States in 
that year Imported more than twice 
as much of the raw product as Great 
Britain, which stood second as a buy- 
er. For 67,000 tons, $90.000,000 was 
paid." 



LONDON, England— At a time when 
there is much talk of educational re- 
forms "after the war." discussion in 
Scotland centres to a great extent 
round the preliminary examination or- 
dinance. Although this ordinance was 
adjusted at a Joint conference nomin- 
ally representing the four Scottish 
universities, academic opinion con- 
cerning it was app.'irently so far from 
being unanimous Ibat when it came 
before the general council of Glasgow 
University in a Joint report liy the 
leading business committee and the 
committee on educational policy and 
methods, that council decided by 15 
votes to 3 that it did not meet the 
case, and ultimately resolved to peti- 
tion both Houses of Parliament to ask 
the King to withhold bis assent from 
it. It has now been finally submit- 
ted for approval to the privy council 
as a Joint ordinance of the four uni- 
versities. 

By Its provisions, an entrance board 
is to be substituted for the existing 
Joint board; the subjects of examina- 
tion remain practically unchanged, the 
standards are also practically the 
same; leaving certificates are to be 
accepted pro tanto. subject to satis- 
fucl<iry standards, ami uUier exa.mioa- 
tlona may be recognized as entitling 
to total or partial e.\emption from the 
preliminary examination. Powers aro 
taken to confer with the Scottish eilu- 
catlnn department, associations of 
Scottish teachers, and others; and 
many minor details are provided for 
in the IS pages of which the document 
consists. 

lOducational opinion In general is by 
no means satisfied that the ordinance 
would promote progress, or that there 
is any adeipiate Justiflcaliun for the 
proposeil change, which would involve 
great additional e.xpense. tl Is rn.vln- 
talned that the whole question of sup- 
plementary, intermediate, and contin- 
uation education ought to be taken in 
hand and placed on a more satisfac- 
tory basis, and that to this end har- 
monious co-operation between the uni- 
versities and the Scottish education 
which no ordliumce 
is necessary — is the firsi essential; 
the want of such co-operation having 
been responsible for some, at least, of 
the difficulties of the past. 

Preliminary examinations admitting 
to the universities were first Institut- 
ed In 1889. with a view to excluding 
students who could be more satls- 
factorll ytaught In secondary schools, 
but who preferred the freer life of the 
universities. The standard then es- 
tablished was found to be much too 
high, excluding many who were quite 
fit for academic studies. It was ac- 
cordingly lowered, and certain modi- 
fications were Introduced, but from 
1,SS8 onwards the leaving certificate of 
the schools came to be more and more 
the accepted substitute for the prelim- 
inary university examination, and it 
Is contended by many educationists 
that there is no sufficient reason why 
It should not continue to be so. 

Another proposal Is that the open 
sesame to the universities shouM be a 
combined "leaving certificate and uni- 
versity preliminary examination," ar- 
ranged by the universities and the 
.'Scottish board of education. In co- 
operation.

MODEL COLLBM MINE. 

coMTMBUS. O. — The only model 
mal and metal mine In th« United 
Htates, It Is believed, will bs estab- 
lished at Ohio sut* University If 
plans which have been prepared are 
carried out.

LO.NDO.N, Knglanrt— Acrnrdlnfc to 
the report submit ted by .^Ir I "r:uik 
Dyson, astronomer royal to the lioanl 
of vIslloi M of the lloyai observatory at 
their recent visitation, it appears that 
the staff of the observatory has been 
diminished by military demands, but 
has, on the other hand, been assisted 
by some Belgian refugees. M. Jonck- 
heere, of the I.ille observatory Is car- 
ryliiK out a large scheme of work on 
iloublo stars, his spcolal subject. Dur- 
inK the past year he has iiiiasured 
more than u thousand double .stars, of 
which 140 are new discnvcrles, with 
separation less than four seconds of 
arc. I'ine iiholoBraphs of the great 
sun-spot recently visible were ob- 
tained, and the report notes the rapid 
increase In the mean dally spotted 
area of the sun from seven mllllnnths 
of the visible hemisphere in 1913, to 
one hundred and fifty-two inllllonths 
In 1914, and over seven hundred inil- 
lonths In 19iri. The quick chantje of 
nearly m tiiiiuites of arc per annum 
in the magnetic declination Is still 
maintained, the deviation of the tnaK- 
'leilc pole at Greenwich being now 
less than 15 degrees. The magnetic 
dip, however, appears to havo reached 
a minimum a year or two ago, and to 
be slowly Increasing, whilst the hori- 
zontal forces, after a prolonged maxi- 
mum for several years, bas been de- 
finitely decreasing since liM'J. 

MeteoroloRlcal facts to be imtcd are. 
that during the 7» compleled \i'nrs of 
observation al Creenwlch. iniH ha.s 
afforded the mildest .lanuary and the 
wettest .March. <>ii .New Year's day. 
191(i. tlie hlRliest pressure in an in- 
dividual xiist WHS experienced — 35 
pounds on the square foot; and on 
Feb. 16 the dally motion of the air 
was 956 mile», the greatest for many 
years past. During the year covered 
by the report there was a deficiency 
of aunshlive, on account of the dullness 
of August and March. The. riilnf.ill 
was 32 inclics. against an averaeo of 
24 Inches. 

AmoiiKst additions to the observa- 
tory Is to he seen a beautiful new mer- 
cury trough, designed and presented 
by Vernon Boys. Three new names

Copeland, and several others, 
Including wounded men who wei-'S t»- 
celvlng attention. Sergt. Cofielanil 
went overseas with No. 0 Fiei-J .Vni- 
bulance. and served for several months 
attaeheil to that unit before recclv- 
iiiK Injury.

In this occasion It i.M jHissiMe tii ^:ive 
soQie outline of the address with which 
Murray Brooks, '08, closed the Y. M. 
C. A. Fall Conference yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Murray Brooks, former secretary of 
McGlll Y.M.C.A., and for the last 
six years McGill representative In Cey- 
lon, said that he was ulad to be back 
home In old McGUl, and to see some 
of the faces he so well knew. "I"el- 
lows. I will say a few words t"-nii;hi 
regarding some external anil internal 
conditions which bring us face to face 
with God. Of the external conditions 
I mention first 'a big task.* We have' 
a heavy task before us this year, wo 
have a big job to accomplish. 

'E%-ery man In McGill this yi:ir 
ought to have a l)etter Idea of the 
Ideals iif .lesus. and not a single fel- 
low should find that the downwards 
ropes are pulling stronger than the 
upwards. In facing such a big tasK 
the question in our minds should o» 
not what we can do, but what God 
can do through us. When the war wtis 
declared the General Y.M.C.A. Sec- 
retary for India, Fred Carter, con- 
ceived the idea of the great .service 
which could be accomplished by the 
y. M. C. A. amoUK Ibe Indian troops. 
His offer wafe at first refuse<l. Vnit un- 
daunted he worked on with unfail- 
ing perseverance until he aecoinplisli- 
ed the big task he had undertaken, 
and later was decorted by the King 
for hlH work. There we meet a man 
of faith with a big vision who faced a 
big task. Secondly, we must feel the 
responsibility of our task. We must 
feel the task Is ours, and that we must 
get under the yoke and lift it. In do- 
ing so we know we are not alone; there 
la a great Master besides us, helping 
us on. The fact that the work won't 
be done unless we do it, is enough to 
bring us to our knees. 

"Thirdly, wo have a fertile field to 
work In, not a barren, stony ground. 
Nine out of every ten men In McGlll 
will be leaders In Canada or elsewhere 
a few years from to-day. Think of 
our opportunity. 

"Fourthly, we have a needy field. 
Fellows, think of the wrecks we see 
now, or we moy sec a few years fnuu 
now who might have been saved hail 
someone spoken to them at the rlHht 
time. One day. while I was sitting 
In my bungalow in Ceylon, a fellow 
walked In, and greeted me. 1 recog- 
nised him; he was a former McGlll 
medical student, who was now a total 
failure and a wreck. "You fellows." 
he said. "In the Y. M. C. A., don't do 
enough for us when we are In our 
Freshman year." 1 tell you fellows, 
this city Is full of human vultures 
ready to pounce on every student who 
comes to the city; In (lie streets, 
around the College, in the stations and 
all over, and unless we get these fel- 
lows now we will never get them. 

Of the . internal conditions I would 
mention' flr$t, "Get rlff 'pf sin In our 
own lives. Get right with God. Get 
victory In our thought life, and let us 
do that now." 

And secondly 1 would mention the 
strict observance of the "Morning 
Watch." and the great help which 
comes through prayer. 

Let the sacrifice of our fellow stu- 
dents inspire us to a full devotion to 
this cause, for which they have given 
the lost measure of their love.

When something like quiet was re- 
stored In Ihe crowded Council Cham- 
ber, Aid. Dubeau made his appeal nn 
behalf of the students. He said the;, 
had come to the City Hall for justice 
They had been assaulted by the pol- 
ice without provocation, and had even 
been provoked by the police. The,\ 
had been assaulted while peaceful!: 
demonstratiuK about the streets of 
t^e city, and tlie police had been most 
brutal In their methods. Aid. Dubeau 
said that he himself had tried to In- 
terfere. Ho had spoken to ('apt. Dice 
who was In charge of some six. y pol- 
icemen, and had been told to mind 
his own business. He had ,al80 heard 
abuse from the policemen, one saying: 
■ ■— Frenchmen." He demand- 
ed the immediate suspension of Capt. 
Dice, and an InvrstiRatlon to find out 
who was responsible for what he call- 
ed the misconduct of the police. 

Ux-Ald. Victor Alorin made a simi- 
lar plea, and two students, Olbeau and 
Chauvin, presented their side of the 
case. 

Mayor Martin replied. Ho said that 
the police were criminally guilty as 
far as hé could judge. The students 
had evidently been provoked and in- 
sulted, and the mayor promised an 
Investigation and due punishment of 
the cnptaln. The men, he said, would 
not be punished because they were 
merely carry liiK out orders. He ad- 
vised the boys to KO home peacefully, 
making all the noise tliey wished, but 
not inolestinft anybody's property.
